This is a flagrant abuse of the fune- 
tion of the agricultural department.” 

The governor promised a “careful 
investigation” of the situation and in- 
structed the state treasurer to hold 
up all warrants pending its out- 
come. 

Commissioner Brown, of the agri- 
cultural department, could not be 
reached at his office for a statement 
in connection with the governor's 
charge that the state list was being 
used for private political purposes.

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MONDS DEFENDS 
FLORIDA OFFICIALS 


Baltimore, October | 


Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The 
Manufacturers Record, today wired 
the Red Cross headquarters at Wash- 
ington the following statement in de- 
fense of Florida: 

“Reports sent out by the Red Cross 
that the work of your organization in 


Plorida has been hampered by state- 
ments from real estate people and 


others to the effect that the disaster 
is less than reported and that your 
agents have been hampered in their 
work on this account is absolutely 
to every statement that I 
have received from Florida. I have 
been in constant touch by wire since 
the day after the storm with Gov- 


ernor Martin, with officials of Miami, 
Wort Lauderdale and other place in 
the hurricane region and with coin- 
‘mercial organizations of practically 
every town in the state of Florida, 
and with many of our subscribers in 
every part of the state. I also receive 
nearly every paper published in Flori- 
da and have had my own representa- 
tive, an exceedingly careful and con- 
servative member of our staff, con- 
Stantly traveling night and day 
throughout the stricken region, and 

have not received a single word t> 
indicate that people in the huricane 
district as well as in other parts of 
the state hnve not fully realized the 
inagnitude of distaster and the loss of 
life and of property therefrom. 

= “Amazed at Statement.” 

I am inexpressibly amazed at state- 
ments which appear in morning papers 
“8 from the Red Cross. I have seen 
no statement of any kind anywhere 
more thoroughly unjustified than the 
one in which it is said ‘the poor peo- 
ple who suffered are regarded as of 
less consequence than the hotel and 
fourist business of Florida.’ It is 
# slander which in justice to the peo- 
te of Florida I am compelled to call 
hy that name, unpleasant as it may 
he. In all my experience in studying 
human history I have never seen a 
more superb effort on the part of peo- 
ple in a stricken region or of people 
in the rest of the state in meeting an 
emergency and in fully realizing the 
supreme importance of looking after 
the poor. Never have I seen more su- 
petb heroism on the part of people 
anywhere in any part of the world in 
risking their lives to save these people 
and to succor the poor and helpless. 

“I am in receipt of a 3,000 word 
telegram this morning from our repre- 
sentative, who has been in and out of 
the stricken region since just after 
the. storm, having caught a train on 
two hours’ notice from Baltimore for 
Florida. His telegram reviewing the 
situation, following previous telegrams 
on the subject, gives boundless credit 
to the way in which the people of 
Miami and adjacent towns have meas- 
ured up to the situation in helping 
poor and suffering. Referring to 
amazing work that has been done fol- 
lowing the horrible nightmare of dis- 
aster, he says this has been accom- 
plished by exercise of indomitable 
spirit, translating courage and de- 
termination into enthusiastic work, 
hy practice of unselfishness by each 
individual, by eooperation of all and 
hy practical help from outside world 
in various ways, 

“An interesting sidelight. he says, 
was the action of: many department 
stores and of merchants, without wait- 
ing for insurance adjustments, in tak- 
ing goods from their windows. partly 
damaged by water but still serviceable, 
and turning them over without cost to 
relief organizations for the benefit and 
comfort of gnfferers. They cared not 
that these goods in the aggregate 
might run high in value as salvage. 
Their fellow citizens, fellow humans, 
were suffering and in want and not 
a single nickle or penny was counted.

Free Building Material. 

“A few days ago the same corres- 
po. dent wired me, and I will back his 
abiiitv to jndge against that of any- 
one else, that in every case where 
people, whose houses had been __in- 
jured. had no credit account with 
building supply material companies, 
they were told to take whatever they 
needed and pay for it or not in fu- 
ture as they might be able, but that 
no charge would be entered on the 


books against them. 


“T am thus protesting with all pos- 
sible vigor ngainst what I regard as 
an absolutely unjust charge against 
the people of Florida. The local peo- 
ple are doing all in their power to 
help the poor and suffering. They are 
not counting the cost, but with a 
heroism that T have never seen equal- 
led and an energy that as never been 
enrnassed thev have turned to the 
work of rebuilding and reconstruction 
and in that respect are doing mary<ls 
that have never been equaled in my 
experience in studying American disas- 
tere for the last forty or fifty vears. 

“Returning to the charge in vonr 
telegram to Mr. Pinkney, of Rich- 
mond, that ‘the poor peonle who suf- 
fered are recarded ss of less conse- 
quence than the hotel and tourist busi- 
ness in Florida.’ I want to repeat that 
that is a sisnder negainst as fine a 
hody of people as are to be fonnd in 
the world.

COURT TURNS DOWN 
DOWENY. PETTION 


Washington, - October 2.—(P)— 
Brushing aside the contentions of E. 
L. Doheny, Harry F. Sinclair and 
Albert B. Fall, the court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia today de- 
clined to upset the conspiracy indict- 
ments returned against them here in 


connection with the naval oil leases. 
The action cleared the way for a 


trial of the case, unless the defend- 
ants can obtain a review of the action 
by the supreme court of the United 
States. Civil suits growing out of 
the lease of the oil lands are already 


in the higher court. 
In rendering its oral opinion, the 


court of appeals declined to heed the 


plea of defense attorneys that a law 
enacted at the last session of con- 
gress, depriving the court of appeals 
of the power to allow special appeals 
in criminal cases as unconstitutional. 
This act was sponsored by Senator 
Walsh, democrat, of Montanta, prose- 
eutor of the senate’s inquiry into the 
oil cases. The Montana senator had 
complained that the cases were being 
unduly delayed by legal maneuvers. 

The conspiracy indjctments were up- 
held several months ago by Justice 
Stafford, of the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia. The court of 
appeals allowed a special appeal, and 
in rendering its opinion today dismiss- 
ing this appeal, it announ@ed that it 
was acting in accordance with the 
Walsh act.

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An Open Letter From Dr. L. G. 
Hardman To the People of Georgia 


TO THE PEOPLE OF 
GEORGIA. 


The run-off primary for 
the nomination for Gov- 
ernor takes place next Wed- 
nesday, October 6. I make 
final appeal to my fellow 
citizens to impress upon 
them the importance of the 
vote, and to urge every man 
and woman in Georgia who 
stands for a clean-cut, busi- 
ness-like administration of 
the affairs of the state to be 
on the alert and to express 
their conviction at the ballot 
box on Wednesday. 


I have no fear of the re- 
sult, if there is anything like 
a full vote. With anything 
like the vote of the first pri- 
mary I will sweep the state 
with a record-breaking ma- 
jority, for never before in 
the history of Georgia has 
public sentiment been so 
crystallized in its determina- 
tion to bring an end to the 
abomination of miachine- 
control of the affairs of the 4 
people of this state. The only danger lies in over-conlt- 
dence, as the result of which many of those who believe 
as I do might carelessly refrain from voting on the 


ground that victory is assured. 


Let them remember that the trained old guard of the 
political army machine is ever at its post. The minions 
of this machine, on duty in every county in the state, 
are back at their positions after the overwhelming de- 
feat administered to them by the masses of the people 
in the primary contest in September which overthrew 
one of the heads of this machine in the defeat of J. J. 
Brown, long commissioner of agriculture, and in the 
election of Eugene Talmadge in one of the most de- 
cisive victories ever won in Georgia. 


Works Two Hours a Month—Draws 
$1,200 Per Year. 


This machine, with brazen extravagance, loaded 
upon the taxpayers of this state four times as many fer- 
tilizer and oil inspectors as it takes to serve all of the 
other southern states put together. The people paid the 
bills, and it was no unusual thing to find men drawing 
salaries of $1,200 a year for two hours’ work a month. 


The other head of this diabolical machine is John 
N. Holder, my opponent for governor, who ran second 
to me in the last primary. He was running hand in 
glove with the Brown machine, standing for all the 
things it stood for, and making common cause in’the 
campaign that. resulted in the defeat of one of the po- 
litical bosses controlling this hydra-headed monster, and 
making the other a minority candidate, thus forcing a 
second primary for governor. 


A Great Principle Involving the Progress 
of Georgia is at Stake 


Complete victory will not be won until both heads 
of this monster machine are severed. The people know 
this and the only question is whether they will take 
time to express their conviction at the ballot box. 


I stand for a business administration of the affairs of 
Georgia. I have made no pledge of any kind to any 
man for any office, and my only pledge now is to the 
people of Georgia that if elected I will make merit the 
first consideration and appoint to office only those who 
are competent to render the best service without regard 
to political consideration. 


Bank Deposits Must Be Protected. 


Weeks ago I declared that if elected I would demand 
a complete reorganization of the state banking depart- 
ment and the enactment of laws that would throw 
every possible guarantee around all bank deposits. Sev- 
eral days after my announcement to that effect Mr. 
Holder followed me on the same line notwithstanding 
the fact that he made open overtures to the superin- 
tendent of the banking department pledging his reap- 
pointment in consideration of his support. 


A little more than two years ago my opponent, Mr. 
Holder, was leading the state campaign for a $70,000,- 
000 highway state bond issue, making an official report 
to the legislature as chairman of the highway board that 
this was the only way for Georgia to keep abreast of her 
sister states in road building.

No Georgia Tax 
Should Be Increased. 


Mr. Holder advocated be- 

fore the extra legislative ses- 

sion in February, 1926, a 

five-cent-a-gallon gasoline 

tax—the highest in America. 

This would mean another 

million and a half dollars a 

year to be paid by Georgians 

to he squandered in highway extravagance. I unalter- 
ably oppose any increase in gasoline, or any other taxes. 


I pledge to the people of Georgia that if elected | 
will demand a reorganization not only of the state bank- 
ing department but of the state highway board. I will 
put men in charge who can be depended upon to give 
the state a safe, sane and business-like administration of 
this department, and who will not waste the people’s 
money as is now being done in administrative extrava- 
eance. 


In the official report of State Auditor Slate to the 
last general assembly official figures are given to show 
that in one congessional district alone in Georgia this 
department spent for “overhead” administrative pur- 
poses alone about ten times as much as was spent on 
actual road building construction, most of this going to 
political pap-suckers and “overhead” officials who had 
been “knighted” on the people’s payroll as rewards to 
be paid for past or future political service. 


This extravagance, paralleled more or less afl 
through the state, is one of the blackest records of its 


history. 


There will be no more of this extravagance if | am 
elected governor. 


I refrain from a discussion of the unjust and un- 
called for personal attacks that have been made against 
me by Mr. Holder. Realizing the desperation of his sit- 
uation, he is driven to extreme measures and, like a 
drowning man grasping at a straw, he hesitates at noth- 
ing to save himself. 


As to my personal character and my reputation as a 
successful business man, if the long record of a lifetime 
spent in Georgia is not sufficient answer to such asper- 
sions, nothing that I could say would strengthen the con- 
viction of the public as to my personal fitness, my in- 
tegrity, or my qualification as a business man. 


The issue is clean-cut and simple. If the people of 
this state want to get rid of the gigantic political machine 
which, like the “Old Man of the Sea,” has straddled the 
shoulders of the state for all these years, retarding pros- 
perity and helping itself out of the public treasury by 
the employment of a vast army of trained political ex- 


‘perts to serve the machine and not the people—then 


their only possible course is to vote for the man who 
stands against such an administrative policy and who 
pledges his heart, soul and his best patriotic endeavor to 
put the state on a basis of sound business administration. 


If they want to continue as they are now proceeding, 
Mr. Holder is the man for them. 


If they want a change—if they want to redeem the 
state from the thralldom of cheap, petty politics—if they 
want to see our common schools and our colleges 
strengthened by adequate support—if they want to 
know that the millions of money handled by the High- 
way department goes into actual construction rather 
than in being wasted in “overhead’ ’for the support of 
the political sinecures—then-it is as clear as the noon- 
day sun that the business men’s candidate should have 


their support. 

If elected I will concentrate all that is in me to the 
best service for the people of my state. I ask their sup- 
port to that end. If I lose, the people lose—if I win, they 


triumph—not in my success personally, but in the vic- 
tory of a great principle on which the very welfare of 


the state depends.

quarter over the same period Iqst 
year was reported today by the treas- 
ury, which said collections amounted 
to $536,212,000. 

This was offset, however, by a drop 
of $90,000,000 in miscellaneous tax re- 
ceipts which resulted from the repeal 
of the capital stock levy. These taxes 
netted $126.000,000 for the period. 

The prospective treasury surplus 
eoutinued to grow, however, with cus- 
toms collections amounting to $156,- 
762,000 for the quarter, an increase of 
more than $11,000,000 over last verr. 

Optimism over the possible surplus 
was increased because of the fact that 
the full effect of repeal of the capital 
Stock tax was expected to be felt in 
this quarter, this tax netted almost 
$100,000,000 last year. 

No diminution is expected in the 
increasing returns of income taxes, 
while the drop in the miscellancous 
receipts is not expected to be so large 
hereafter. 

An excess of $238,139,000 receipts 
over expenditures stands on the treas- 
ury books for the first three quar- 
ters of this calendar year. compared 
with an excess of $121,280,000 last 
year.

So many inquiries have been received in connection with the open letter which 
we ran in The Constitution of Sunday, September 19th, as to why the retail price 
on Domestic coal is so high with coal selling at the mines at $2.04 per ton, that we 
think some explanation to the general public should be made. 


In the first place, the $2.04 price referred to was on Run of Mine coal, which 
includes everything just as it comes from the mines. This coal has to be screened 
and sized, and the average mine producing domestic grades. of coal obtains approxt- 
mately 60 per cent of domestic or prepared sizes, the remaining 40 per cent is 


slack. 


This slack has to be sold at a loss of about $1.00 per ton in order to market it, 
which means that the remaining 60 per cent of domestic coal used by householders 
has to be sold at a price high enough to offset the loss of $1.00 per ton on the slack 
coal and make a profit on the whole operation if the coal operator stays in business. 


At first glance it may seem that the householder is not getting a fair deal in 
this arrangement. As a matter of fact, the slack coal referred to above—to use 
an every-day illustration, is the “skimmed milk,” and the domestic or prepared 
sizes of coal is the “cream” of coal production. 


To the price of these coals f.o.b. cars at mines, has to be added freight, and 
the cost of handling by the retailer, including slackage and shortage, and the retail- 


er’s profits. 


Some people seem to think the last item is a very substantial one. From our 
observation covering almost twenty-five years in the coal business, we do not be- 
lieve there is any class of merchants in the retail trade that make as small a per- 
centage of profit on the volume of business done as the retailer of coal. 


This country has for fifty years enjoyed the cheapest prices on coal of any 
country in the world, in spite of the fact that higher wages are paid here for pro- 
ducing and handling jt than in any country in the world.

One way to remedy 
by taking internally from 10 to 50 
grains of calcium lactate or calcium 
chloride well diluted or immediately 
followed with a large drink of water 
three or four times daily, beginning 
a few days before the arrival of the 
trouble if it be seasonal hay fever 
and eontinuing, perhaps alternate 
weeks, throughout the season. These 
ealcium salts are comparatively harm- 
less, though in some cases they may 
tend to upset the stomach; the lac- 
tate is perhaps the least likely to 
disturb the digestion. 

But it is essential, of course, that 
the mule be made to drink when you 
drive him to water. Taking any 
amount of caleium in food or medicine 
isn’t any assurance that’ you are 
going to utilize, assimilate or meta- 
bolize the calcium. Something else 
seems to be necessary to insure the 
utilization of calcium or lime salts in 
the human economy. Let's see what 
else may be needed.

Here, unquestionably, was some- 
thing to work on—and the detectives 
did work on it strenuously. 

The theory the detectives advanced 
was that the young man had happen- 
ed on a whole group of murderers and 
that some one in the group had casu- 
ally informed the young man that they 
were police officers. The slayers 
might have awaited the coming of the 
young woman, in a machine parked 
near the lot. This led to the, belief 
that the motive had been revenge, for 
lyetective Kane had done considerable 
work tn this section and had made a 
great many atrests among the crim- 
inal element of East New York and 
Brownsville. 

Next, a taxi-driver informed the

The Yaqui: Mextco s Super-Fighting Man 
Prepared anJddssued by 
THE NATIONAL GE OCPRAPHIC SOCIETY 


HE Yaqui Indians of southern 
Sonora, Mexico, again on 
the war path, and the fertile 
country in which they have 
torn up railway tracks in the 
last few days are described in 

the following communication to the 

National Geographic society from 
Herbert Corey, who recently visited 

the gggion. 

“Guaymas is on the edge of the 
Yaqui country,” writes Mr. Corey. 
“We had been conscious of the Yagut 
all the way south, of course, for in 
Sonora he forms the background to 
everv conversation; but it was here 
that he stepped into the foreground. 

“When things go wrong in Yaqui- 
land he is apt to beleaguer Guaymas. 
It is not so very long ago that no one 
dared walk out of the dangerous end 
of town. ‘The Yaquis have burned 
railroad bridges and held up railroad 
trains and murdered passengers. 

“At one time the Yaquis may have 
numbered 30,000 souls; now. there 
may be 5,000 in all. Their home was 


‘in the fertile valleys of the Yaqui-and 


Mayo rivers, with the hills behind as 
hunting grounds. They were as tire- 
less on the trail as the Apaches or the 
Navajos, and, despite three hundred 
years of contact with a more or less 
diluted civilization, are today about 
what they were when the. first 
Spaniard came to Sonora. 

“They live in shacks made of 
brush, prefer the meat of burros to 
heef, and preserve jealously the purity 
of the Yaqui blood. They are re- 
ligious atter their own fashion, min- 
gling the rites of the Catholic church 
with those of> their own barbaric 
faith. . 

“Most Americans who know the 
Yaqui say ‘that if he had been let 
alone he would have let the white 
men alone. But he owned fertile val- 
leyS and mine-rich mountains. ‘The 


history of our own west teems with 


analogous cases. The miners andthe 
farmers established themselves in his 
erritory, and the Yaqui declared war. 
The technical honors seem to have 
gone to the Yaqui, 


“It is true that at one time mines 
were opened everywhere in his moun- 
tains and the fat river bottoms were 
taken from him; but the troops sent 
against him were cut up time afier 
time. 

“Of course, that sort of thing could 
not be endured by the Mexican gov- 
ernment. Without discussing the 
rights and wrongs, the fact remained 
that the Yaqui stood in the path o: 
progress. President Diaz at first tried 
to cOnciliate and-then to defeat them, 
and finally resorted to a policy of ex- 
termination. 

“A Yaqui scalp had a cash value 
over the counter. I have talked with 
a mag who sat at breakfast with a 
Mexican general to whom was report- 
ed the capture of 200 Yaqui braves. 
Without leaving the table, he ordered 
that half be shot and the other half 
depofted to Yucatan, where laborers 
were needed on the sisal plantations. 

“One hears in Sonora that not all 
the ships that sailed for Yucatan voy- 
aged farther than-the first shark fish- 
Ing ground. 

“Didz had cowed the Yaquis if he 

hid not completely subjugated them. 
The river valleys were given over to 
the plow and the prospectors roamed 
at will through the mountains. 
_ “Then Francisco Madero, practical 
idealist, enlisted them in his fight 
against Diaz, and the Yaquis discov- 
ered that they could play a part in 
politics. : 

“The Yaquis have been pursuing a 
policy of more or less peaceful pene- 
tration into what was once their own 
couniry, 

“the Yaquis are riding nearer the 
superb rice farms of Cajeme, operated 
by Americans through sheer grit and 
stubbornness, duriimg years when the 
Mexican government could not pro- 
tect them, and their own government 
would not. The American - settle- 
ments at Esperanza, where one of the 
<featest modern irrigation works in 
Mexico is in operation, are likewise 
being visited. Not threatened; just

David Teniers, Jr.. known to the art world as Teniers The Younger, 
lived and grew up with Rembrandt, Rubens, Hals, Van Dyke and Hob- 
bema—names that made Flemish art. Environment would have made 
Teniers a great painter, but he was doubly blessed by inheriting much of 
his gifted ability. 

His father, known as Teniers the Elder, was a painter of note, like- 
wise his uncles and grandtather. His four sons adopted the profession, 
but early despaired of rivaling their father’s talents for ‘‘genius never 
reproduces.”’ 


Sometimes the only difference between a really fine painting and 
a masterpiece is no more than another stroke of the brush.

“A masterpiece is but a successful attempt.” In the 
case of this painting family of Teniers, all were great, all tried, but all,

criticism of the ancient creeds of 
Christendom, but rather a criticism of 
that type of mind which 
them as complete and final. 

These historic confessions were in- 
evitable in the thought world which 
formulated them. Their set purposes 
was to express the Christian belief in 
terms of the living thought and con- 
troversy of that day. 

They expressed the verities by 
which Christianity then lived and by 
which it survived ang continued. It 
is an absurd anachronism to demand 
that they should have been applicable 
to the intellectual needs of today.

English Print Material Will Make 
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Cover-all for School Girl’s Frocks 
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A cover-all for school days can be easily made by hand 
or quickly put together by the girl who uses the ewing ma- 
chine, and is a good-looking and useful article when finished. 
The material for the cover-all is English print in any color 
desired. The width of the cloth should be 27 inches, while the 
necessary length can be determined by measuring the length of 
your dress from.the top of the shoulder to the bottom of the 
hem, multiplying by two, and adding 1-4 yard. One bolt of 
bias lawn tape is required for binding the edges. 

The first sketch above shows the material folded in half, 
after 1-4 yard has been cut from the end of the strip. Meas- 
ure the breadth of your shoulders and mark this width off on 
the middle of the folded edge. Then with a yardstick draw 
lines from these marks to the bottom of the material, as shown 
by the dotted lines in the sketch. The hole for the neck, large 
enough to allow the cover-all to be pulled on over the head,

should be marked with pencil also. Then with the material 
pinned securely at the lower corners, cut very carefully along 
the pencil lines. 

The next group of sketches shows the pocket and ties 
which are cut from the extra 1-4 yard of material. The pocket 
is cut from a Square piece, with the two lower corners rounded. 
The top is bound. with a strip of the tape, a piece is sewed 
on 3-4 inch below the binding, and all of the edges are turned 
to the wrong side and basted into place. There are four ties 
about 12 inches long and 2 inches wide, which are made double 
by seaming on the wrong side and turning out. One end of each 
tie is trimmed with tape like the pocket. 

The third sketch shows the cover-all opened up, with all 
the edges bound with tape, and with the pocket and ties sewed 
into place. The last sketch shows how the finished article 
looks when worn.
